B thes text, my hearers, may be found in the first verse of 
the one hundred and thirty-third Psalm: Behold how 
good and pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity.

It has been demonstrated that a self-governing 
democracy is not only possible, but that under such a gov- 
ernment the highest material and spiritual welfare of man is 
brought about. The influence of the great movement is such 
that every throne in Europe totters under the momentum, 
and hundreds of thousands of the down-trodden of God’s 
creatures in other lands are encouraged by it to hope and 
struggle against the tyranny that is degrading and brutalizing 
them. We celebrate the noblest anniversary ever purified 
by the tears of martyrs, or made sacred by the blood of 
heroes.

UT behold, my brethren, what the vanity of man has 
brought about. Instead of approaching the occasion 
with that reverence that is due to the martyrs of the cause 
that is won; instead of blazoning the triumphs of the 
heroes to whom our national ascendancy is due, the leaders

in this celebration have made it a spectacle in which the most 
petty jealousies and trivial strife are the prominent features. 
And behold how ridiculously small these same leaders have 
made themselves! Verily, the spinsters of a village sewing 
society never gossipped and slandered and back-bit among 
themselves as these gentlemen of culture and breeding have 
done. One throws down his part in a pet because he con- 
siders his authority slighted and calls another names, the 
other retaliates with vituperation upon the first; another up- 
holds the second, whereupon the first tattles of something 
the third has said about a fourth, and the agents of that 
mighty engine of civilization, the press, run from one of the 
disputants to the others carrying tales and recriminations 
back and forth, and publishing the minutest details of the 
teapot tempest to the wide, wide world.

ND right here, dearly beloved, is where the Worm Man is 
undone by his vanity and his neglect of the precepts 
of the Holy Scriptures as laid down in the words of the text. 
Why was McAllister angered when Fish usurped his authority ? 
Because McAllister desired to be, before the eyes of an ad- 
miring country and in the mind of another continent, su- 
preme dictator of the celebration of an event, the significance 
of which has not once entered his thoughts. Why did Fish 
call McAllister a caterer and a servant? Because the public 
and the press had given more attention to McAllister than to 
Fish. Why did Gerry interfere? Because there was dan- 
ger that in the discussion between Fish and McAllister the 
importance of Gerry might be forgotten. And why did Mc- 
Allister tell tales concerning Gerry’s remark about the lack 
of intelligence of the Mayor?

siemens of George Wash- 

ington (and, of course, any 

one who speaks of any one else at 

any time this week does so at his 

own risk and in spite of due 
warning), here is a little story. 

A leader-writer for a rural 

; Newspaper was once making 

copy for Washington’s Birthday, 

and while his thoughts were run- 

ning on George, he naturally speculated 

on the difference between the first 

President and the last half-dozen or so 

among his successors, and admitted to 


himself that they were different kind of 
} men, with different traditions, and very differ- 
, ent notions of personal dignity and personal 


manners. He did not admit, even to himself, 

that the old stock was better, but taking 

Washington as an example of the best product 

of the pre-Revolutionary times, and Lincoln 

as the great American of our day, he recog- 

nized that the difference between them was more than 

the difference between individuals; that they were formed 

by different institutions and were the output of different 
machines. 

* * * 

HEN, speculating what these several machines were, it 

was evident that Lincoln was a true son of American 

Republicanism, for he was born under it and grew up in 

intimate association with it. But in the case of George 


Washington, the question was more complex, and this medi- 
tating leader-writer, remembering that there was no Ameri- 
can Republic when George was growing up, and recalling his 
association with those fox-hunting Fairfaxes of Virginia, his 
addiction to British-built clothing, his dignified manners, 
and many others of his personal traits, concluded and set it 
down that George Washington was essentially, in instinct 
and feeling, an English gentleman, qualified and amended 
by birth and life-long residence in Virginia. It is a sad, sad 
thought, and as Matthew Arnold thought so too, that makes 
it all the worse. 

It is to be said in George's behalf that he was a British 
subject no longer than he could help, and in consideration 
of that and other important facts, his Anglicism ought to be 
forgiven, particularly as Americanism was only then being 
born. 

* * *) 
T occurs to us, by the way, that we ought to bear in mind 
about this time that we owe Washington a debt of 
gratitude for the example of national character that he is to 
the world at large, as well as for his illustrious deeds. In- 
deed, we have been fortunate in the Presidents that have 
been most conspicuous in the eyes of other countries. 
Washington and Lincoln were both men of high ideals and 
serious purpose, whom the breath of scandal never reached. 
Alas, that more of the statesmen of the present time do not. 
possess the same characteristics !

ES, we may be grateful to Washington that his life was 

such that one of England’s greatest writers and think- 

ers was able to draw so noble a comparison between our 

first President and the king who reigned contemporaneously 
in that writer’s own country, as this: 

‘‘ Which is the noble character for after ages to admire—yon fribble 
dancing in lace and spangles, or yonder hero who sheathes his sword 
after a life of spotless honor, a purity unreproached, a courage in- 
domitable, and a consummate victory ? Which of these is the true 
gentleman ?”

T is only with long experience that a writer acquires skill enough to build 

a graceful fabric on a slight foundation. In Mrs..Burnett’s “ Pretty 
Sister of José’’ (Scribner’s) you have the pleasure of following a delicate 
fancy and charming style along a trail the end of which you can foresee 
from the beginning. Pefzta gives color and interest to the ramble. You 
are fascinated with her pretty wilfulness and her brave little struggle against 
love. You know when Seéas¢zano, the handsome matador, appears that she 
has met her fate; you have a suspicion that he will some day make her 
miserably unhappy; but you approve of the match. Bull-fighting, you 


doubt. not, is a brutal sport, but you have a feeling that a matador may be as 


brave and handsome as a football player. It is only a matter of latitude and 
longitude; if Sebastzano had gone to Yale he would have been a great 
Half-back, and a poor little peasant like Pefzta would have had a slim 
chance to win his love. 

There is one fine bit of chivalry in the story: When the wounded Se- 
éastéiano is carried from the ring almost unconscious, he tears a knot of 
ribbon from his shoulder and drops it at the feet of Pepzta as he passes 
her. You believe in a man who can be so gallant when almost dying.

HERE isa notable review in the Sz for April 14 entitled “The Poet 
of Fate and Wine.” Through four interesting columns the reviewer 
makes a comparison between various translations of Omar Khayyam, em- 
bracing the versions of Fitzgerald, Whinfield, and John L. Garner, of Mil- 
waukee, in rhyme, and Nicolas in French prose. In this comparison the 
Milwaukee poet suffers disastrously. The conclusion reached by the re- 
viewer is that Edward Fitzgerald was a much greater poet than Omar, and 
that to him we owe “a majestic poem, of its kind matchless in the English 
language.” In order to emphasize this point the reviewer facetiously prints 
together his own translation of the French version of one quatrain of Omar, 
and Fitzgerald’s poetical translation, as follows: 
‘* Give me a flask of wine, a crust of bread, 
A quiet mind, a book of verse to read ; 
With thee, O Love, to share my lowly roof, 
I would not take the Sultan’s crown instead.” 
The American prose of this is: 
‘*In the spring I love to sit at the edge of a cultivated field, with an idol like to a 
houri, and a pitcher of wine, if there is any; and, although I may be generally blamed 
for all this, I'll be doggoned, if thus situeted, I ever hanker for Paradise.”

HINEAS TAYLOR BARNUM, 


proprietor of the great moral show 
and author of ‘‘ The Life of P. T. Bar- 
num,” ‘*The Humbugs of the World,” 
‘*Struggles and Triumphs of Forty 
Years,” and ‘‘How I Made Millions,” 
is an enthusiastic illustration of what 
may be accomplished by a retiring and 
modest young man, who has his own 
way to make in the world. When Mr. 
Barnum was born he had no better show 
than half a score of babies who were 
born about the same time in his native 
town of Bethel, Connecticut, and the 
adjacent and outlying states and territo- 
ries; and now, at the age of seventy-nine 
years, he has the greatest show on earth, 
while on Greenland’s icy mountains, on 
India’s coral strands, where Afric’s sunny 
fountains roll down the golden sands, on 
every ancient river and every palmy plain, 


” 


in almost the entire wide world the name 
of Barnum is a househdld word. 
Although of a timid and shrinking 
nature, Phineas Taylor Barnum has 
never allowed that circumstance to inter- 
fere with business. He has never per- 
mitted false modesty or a mistaken sense 
of delicacy to deter him from his pur- 
pose when he has been engaged in the 
pursuit of the marvels and wonders that 
constitute his mammoth aggregation 
under one immense canvas, in four rings, 
two stages and a race-track. For in- 
stance, when he desired to purchase 
Jumbo of the English Government he 
did not hesitate because he was unac- 
quainted with Mrs. Guelph, the fat lady 
who occupies the throne, and when he 
drove up to Windsor Castle in a red c > 
wagon with his name on it in gilt letters ; : 
she felt that she could not refuse any 
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request he might make—as she after- 
wards intimated to Chauncey M. Depew, 
mistaking him for Adam Forepaugh and 
not desiring to be implicated in any con- 
test for rivalry between the two shows. 
Then, when it came to the necessity of 
procuring a sacred white elephant in order to show the world that a 
sacred white elephant is black with pink spots, Mr. Barnum sent a 
man to King Theebaw, of Burmah, with instructions to mention the 
name of Barnum and ask the price of the holy animals of the king- 
dom. And Barnum’s ambassador felt so much humiliated by the 
necessity of treating personally with a barbarian monarch that he ex- 
pectorated on the steps of the throne and called Theebaw an uxoricide 
—which it will be remembered that the royal gentleman was to a large 
extent—but the name of Barnum saved the rash agent from something 
lingering with boiling oil in it. , 

Mr. Barnum is an orator anda statesman as well as a showman. 
He has been a member of the Connecticut Legislature, and has also 
delivered addresses on tempetance and kindred subjects. He has been 
the victim of more fires than Kate Claxton; but, though often cast 
down, he has never been quite destroyed. 

The life of Phineas Taylor Barnum points a beautiful moral which

in its warfare upon the Demon Rum. Mr. Barnum is a total abstainer 
from all alcoholic beverages, and he attributes the success of his show 
to the circumstance that it is conducted upon a temperance basis. It 
is probable that there is not a single confirmed drunkard to be found 
in the entire list of trapeze and bareback performers who are connected 
with the great moral show. The fact that it is only within the last 
score or so of years that Mr. Barnum has given up the use of the cup 
that cheers, and that he made a fortune in spite of the circumstance 
that he occasionally indulged in malt and spirituous beverages, inter- 
feres a trifle with the practical moral we are endeavoring to point ; but 
not seriously so.
